H. Post, recently resigned on account 
of tho ill health of Mrs. Post, Nov. 1. 


Colonel Colton's appointment was 


mado by the president while the latter 
,*vas at Beverly, Mass., and Is the presi- 
dent's first Porto Rican selection. 


Tho appointee is of Now England 


parentage, but he is credited to the 
District of Columbia. 'He was a busi- 
.ness man at tho national capital when 
ho was selected by President Roose- 
velt for the' office of chief collector oj 
Santo Domingo customs. In that ca- 
pacity ho familiarized himself with 
conditions, and this incidentally led 
him to know something of conditions 
In Porto Rico. 
Ho understands and 


speaks Spanish and knows the char- 
acter of the people whose affairs he ia 
shortly to administer.

Colonel Colton to- tho president was 
his revision of the cumbersome Span- 
ish regulations In regard to port af-

Mich., 
In the hope of regaining'his health, but 
after a short time thci'e was advised by 
the. physicians to return to Montreal 
and seek the advice of specialists. At 
Montreal ho' entered 
the 
hospital 


known as Hotel Dieu, where he died, a 
victim of.Brlght's disease. He bore his 
illness uncomplainingly and 
realising 


the inevitable result he was thoroughly 
resigned. 
The remains will arrive in

Order at 
Ottawa and there pursued his theolog- 
ical studies. He remained five years 
at>Ottawa. In, 1886 he took his per- 
petual vo"ws.as a member of the Ob- 
late order and: in 1890 was ordained i 
a priest at Ottawa. Immediately at- ! 
ter his ordination Fr.. Campeau was 
missioned' to Winnipeg, where'he re-:

Lowell and was appointed bursar at 
the novitiate in Tewksbury but was 
shortly afterward appointed 'master-.of 
novices at .the. novitiate.

Ono of the most pernicious things that wo hnvo to deal with in munici- 


pal politics is not graft or dishonesty, or political chicanery, but downright 


indifference on 'the pnrt of those citizens who consider themselves the 


very conservators of all that is good and honest. 


They. actually consider themselves too good to attend tho primaries, 


They think it is sufficient for them to oast their votes on election day. 


This is one'of the years in which if they fnil to attend the primaries they 


may as -well stay at home on election day. 


Some people say that there are too runny candidates in the field, that 


things •will be completely spoiled. i It is truo there is a (front superfluity of 


candidates,-but it is the duty of the voter to inquire into the character and 


the capability of each and every ono of these candidates and to use good 


judgment in pinking out tho man who is best qualified and most likely to 


give a good business administration of bur affairs at city hall. 


It is time that citizens should exercise their judgment and not be 


.swayed by political shouters who are .probably paid for going about to laud 


one candidate and to decry the other candidates. 


There is a good deal of house to.house canvassing in this campaign for 


thp mayoralty. 
The candidates are buttonholing! tho voters and getting 


them to mnl;« promises of support at tho primaries.

in favor of (he gradual change of the present apparatus for motor engines, 
hose and. other wngoiis. Thus it. appears Ihal Hie fire niitn has nn advantage 
over Hie fire mncliines drawn by horses,.not only in the increased speed 
but in (he great, prevention of loss Ihal such speed enn accomplish.
